“* After Fight Lasting for 
More Than Forty Years 
Station Problem Is Vir- 
tually Solved. 


EXPECT N.C. & ST. L. 
TO ACCEPT PLANS 


Representatives of Rail- 
road Will Be Given Hear- 
ing Before State Com- 
mission September 17. 


After a fight lasting more than 
forty years Atlanta’s union depot 
problem is virtually solved through 
the preparation of plans for “adequate 
terminal facilities’ by the state pub- 
lie service commission which will be 
submtted to representatves of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad at a hearing to be held by the 
commission Saturday, September 17. 

These plans as prepared by engi- 
neers of the commission will be sub- 
mitted at the hearing as representa- 
tive of the commission’s opinion ap- 
proximately as to what constitutes 
“adequate facilities’ for the railroad 


~~and its allied lines in Atlanta. From 


information obtained following con- 


ferences of engineers and others rela- 
tive to the union station problem, it 


is believed that the commission’s plans 
will be acceptable to the railroad au- 
thorities. Should this be the case, an 
order will be issued by the commis- 
sion and construction work will be- 
gin immediately thereafter. 


It was decided to give the railroad 
authorities until Saturday, September 
17, for a reply, so that the engineers 
would have opportunities to make cost 
studies in connection with the new 
plans, | These studies would have been 
made in any event and will not delay 
construction in any way, it was 
learned. 


Two-Story Building. 


Under the new plans, a two-story 
front on the Pryor street side, with a 
central entryway 50 feet in height, 
will be provided. Under the old plan 
offered by the railroad, a straight row 
of one-story buildings was planned 
for this side, 

The new plans..will provide . also 
for an entrance from Wall street and 
both the Pryor street entrance and 
the Wall street entrance will be set 
back several feet from the street to 
afford room for taxicabs and automo- 
biles to receive and deliver passengers. 

Buff pressed brick will be used in 
construction, with a red tile roof. The 
Pryor street side will face 120 feet 
and the Wall street side will be 90 
feet in length. A concourse will be 
built inside the building with stair- 
ways running down to each track. 
Under the old plan one single stair- 
way to all tracks was provided. The 
new building will cost approximately 
$425,000, as compared to $317,000, the 
estimated cost under the old plans. 

All entrances to the new station 
will be on the same grade, that is 
will be made from the new via- 
ducts now under construction § on 
Pryor street. The work of lowering 
tracks for the viaduct and a new 
station recently was completed. 

Railroad officials have been able to 
give only hurried consideration to the 
new plans, hence time was granted 
them to make detailed cost studies and 
obtain other information before giving 
final answer on September 17. 


Waiting Room Larger. 


The main waiting room of the new 
station will be 40 by 75 feet, which 
1s more than four times the size of 
the main waiting room provided un- 
der the original plan. The new plan 
calls for separate ticket windows for 
white people and negroes, a window 
opening into each of the white and 
negro waiting rooms. No such pro- 
vision was carried in the old plans. 

The question of providing “adequate 
facilities” at the Union station in At- 
Janta hastbeen one that has agitated 
various interests here for nearly 40 
years. The Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad is lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, which 
is owned by the state of Georgia, 
hence the state itself has been in- 
terested in all departments in regard 
to a new station. The state’s in- 


MOTHER 1S KILLED 
ANDGIRL WOUNDED 


Troup County Man Shoots 
Neighbor Girl, Kills Her 
Mother and Turns Gun 
on Himself. 


LaGrange, Ga., August 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Alvin Murphy, of the Oak 
Grove community, about one mile from 
Chipley in this county, early this aft- 
ernoon shot and instantly killed Mrs. 
J. T. Bishop, wife of a neighbor, se- 
riously wounded Miss Lois Bishop, 17, 
and then killed himself with a bullet 
through the heart. 

Young Murphy, it is understood, 
was engaged to Lois Bishop and it is 
reported that she told him this morn- 
ing that she wished to break the en- 
gagement. He went to the Bishop 
home shortly after noon and began 
firing without explanation. The only 
witness to the tragedy was Rosie Kate 
Bishop, a younger sister. 

Miss Bishop’s recovery is extremely 
doubtful. Two Dullets passed through 
her body, entering the chest and pass- 
ing out at the back. Mrs. Bishop died 
almost instantly from a bullet wound 
in the heart while Murphy also died 
from a similar wound. 

Murphy, who was 27 years old, was 


the son of Robert Murphy, a neighbor 
of the Bishops, and had been employed 
for some time on the Bishop farm. 


FAIR 1S INDICTED 
ON THREE CHARGES 


McDaniel’s Slayer Is Ac- 
cused in True Bills‘ of 
Murder, Intent To Mur- 
der and Carrying Pistol. 


Indicted Tuesday afternoon in three 
true bills, one of which charged the 
murder Thursday of Patrolman John 
E. McDaniel, Fred D. Fair was placed 
on the Fulton superior court calen- 
dar for trial next Tuesday morning. 

Motion to delay trial brought Tues- 
day afternoon by Attorney Len 
Guillebeau, Fair's counsel, will be 
vigorously contested by the solicitor’s 
office, it was announced by Assistant 
Solicitor Ed Stephens. 

Other true bills charged he at- 
tempted to murder E. 1. Griffin, and 
that he carried a pistol. 

The case was placed on the calen- 
dar for trial before Judge John D. 
Humphries. Attorney Len C. Guille- 
beau objected on the ground that he 
would not bé@ prepared to go to trial 
Tuesday, since he was retained in the 
case shortly before the grand jury 
met. 

After a conference with the attor- 
ney, Assistant Solicitor E. Stephens 
said he would insist on the superior 
court hearing as set. Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin was out of the 
city. 

Fair has been held without bond 
since he was brought to headquarters 
by Patrolman McDaniel, who sur- 
rendered, his prisoner and _ collapsed 
from a.bullet wound in the abdomen 
and another in the leg. : 

The officer died early Sunday at 
Grady hospital following an emerg- 
ency operation. His funeral Mon- 
day afternoon assembled several thou- 
sand of his former friends and ad- 
mirers.

DEMOCRATS FLAY 
HOOVER'S SPEECH 


Farm Relief Program 
Meaningless, Senators 
Declare, in Commenting 
on Iowa Address. 


Washington, August 21.—(United 
News.)—The few political leaders 
who were in Washington tonight di- 
vided on partisan lines in comment- 
ing on Herbert Hoover’s farm speech 
at West Branch, Iowa, tonight. 

Senators George, Georgia, and 
Caraway, Arkansas, both democrats, 
attacked the speech as cheap political 
propaganda and reiteration of Coolidge 


principles. 
Bunk, Caraway Says. 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, republican 
chairman of the platform committee 
at the Kansas City convention, said 
if any man can work out the farm 
problem. Hoover can. Senator Cara- 
way, Arkansas democrat, branded the 


speech as “the cheapest political 
propaganda” he had ever heard. | 

Senator Curtis, vice presidential 
running mate with Hoover, declined 
to make formal comment, saying, how- 
ever, he and Hoover were in complete 
accord on all national problems. 

Curtis said he found no trace of 
any farm revolt while in the middle 
west recently prior to his acceptance 
speech at Topeka, Kan., last Satur- 
day.. He predicted Kansas would go 
republican by at least the usual ma- 
jority. 
Crowd Greets Curtis. 

- Curtis was met at the train upon 
his arrival here today by 300 friends. 
Several Indians in regalia were with 
him. He left tonight to open his east- 
ern speaking trip with an address at 
Rocky Point, R. I., Wednesday night. 

Comment on the Hoover farm ad- 
dress tonight: 

Senator Smoot, Utah, republican: “I 
don’t think any farmer in the United 
States can doubt but that Hoover is 
sincere in his desire for ample farm 
relief. If any man can work the farm 
problem out successfully, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, with the aid of men familiar with 
every detail of the question, will 
do so.” 

Senator Caraway, Arkansas, demo- 
crat: “‘Mr. Hoover’s reference to farm 
relief in his West Branch speech is 
the cheapest political propaganda | 
have ever heard. He tells the farmer 
we are going to relieve you and it 
won't cost you a-:cent. Then fearful 
that business interests will become 
alarmed, he assures them that the 
treasury won't pay anything either. 
I suppose he hopes to accomplish this 
by legislative legerdemain. Hoover's 
proposed farm relief is purely for the 
political relief of the republican 
party.” 

Nothing to It—George. 

Senator George, Georgia, democrat: 
“Il am surprised. Hoover doesn’t say 
anything more about farm relief than 
he did in his acceptance speech. The 
country had been advised that the 
West Branch speech would set forth 
in detail his farm program. It can 
be said fairly that the speech is mere 
repetition of his acceptance address. 
Everyone agrees and has agreed for 
seven years upon the general conclu- 
sions reached by Mr. Hoover. Since 
Mr. Harding became president Mr. 
Hoover has been secretary of com- 
merce and it is well known that he 


exercised a powerful influence in- the} i 


department of agriculture. 
“Generally it has been understood 
that Secretary Hoover and President 
Coolidge were in accord in their farm 
views. Many legislative proposals have 
been offered by democrats and repub- 
licans alike embodying all that Mr. 
Hoover proposes and it is strange that 
he should not have thrown his influ- 
ence to one of the bills, His West 
Branch speech has added not a single 
new thought to the problem of farm 


relief.” 
Sees Delayed Action. 

Senator Fletcher, Florida, demo- 
crat: “Setting up a federal farm 
board, as proposed by Mr. Hoover, to 
solve agriculture problems is very 
much like referring the whole matter 
to a joint committee of the house 
and Senate, as proposed by Senator 
Curtis in his acceptance speech. Per- 
haps in three or four years we would 
have a report, and perhaps some legis- 
lation would then be attempted.”

PLEDGES RELIEF TO FARMERS

West Branch, Iowa, August 21.— 
(P)—Speaking under a “big top” for 
the first time Herbert Hoover tonight 
pledged the farmers of the country 
that if elected president he would call 
upon the leaders of agricultural 
thought to join in the search for com- 
mon ground upon which to act in 
solving what he regards as the great- 
est economic problem in America. 

Here, where he was born a black- 
smith’s son and got a taste of the 
gruelling work of the fields on his 
Uncle Allan’s farm, the republican 


candidate specifically named as one 
of those whose counsel who he would 
seek his chief opponent in the struggle 
for the presidential nomination, for- 
mer Governor Frank O. Lowden, of 
Illinois, 

Thousands of Iowans and former 
Iowans who came from almost every 
section of the country to join in the 
home-coming celebration for “Bert’’ 


Hoover, cheered him frequently and 
lustily as he delivered the second pre- 
pared address of. his campaign in 
which he expanded upon the farm aid 
proposals in his acceptance speech ten 
days ago. 

Hoover omitted referehce to the 
first proposition—increased tariffs on 
farm products—saving that for an ad- 
dress tomorrow to farm leaders and 
editors at Cedar Rapids, but he elab- 
orated upon federal financial aid to 
farmer-owned corporations to dispose 
of crop surpluses and development of 
water way outlets from the midwest 
to the Gulf of Mexico and the At- 
lantic coast. 

As Hoover, accompanied by Gover- 
nor John Hamunuiill, of Iowa, descend- 
ed the steps down the hillside to the 
stand, the 15,000 people who over- 
flowed the two tents rose and cheered, 
waving hats and handkerchiefs. The

SCOREDBY RASKOR 


Calling of Prominent Cit- 
izens in War on Night 
Clubs Is Insult, Chair- 
man Declares. 


New York, August 21.—(?)—John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee, took ~ no- 
tice today of the federal roundup of 
prominent New Yorkers whose testi- 


mony is sought by the government 
for its case against several night 
club proprietors for violation of the 
liquor law. 

The wholesale examination of wit- 
nesses, Mr. Raskob said, was “‘just an- 
other evidence of the insults to the 
liberty of citizens that the administra- 
tion feels it is necessary to subject 
us to in order to enforce the law.” 

Another democrat, Representative 
Loring M. Black, Jr., of Brooklyn, 
issued a statement in which he said 
the employment of out-of-town pro- 
hibition agents to get evidence and the 
issuance of the “dragnet subpoenas” 
were reasons, in his opinion, for the 
resignation of Maurice E. Campbell, 
federal prohibition administrator for 
New York. 

Meanwhile, 10 of the persons sub- 
poenaed were appearing at the fed- 
eral building for informal questioning 
by government attorneys. They were 
interrogated by Norman J. Morrison, 
a special assistant to the attorney- 
general, from Washington, and by 
Thomas H. Tuttle. 

Mr. Tuttle yesterday announced his 
objection to the “pitiless publicity” to 
which the witnesses were subjected in 
being brought before the federal grand 
jury which is getting evidence against 
night clubs raided some time ago. 

Today's questioning took place in 
Mr. Kerwin’s private office and ‘the 
witnesses were not put under oath. 
No names were given out, in accord- 
ance with the district attorney’s rul- 


ng. 
Mr. Tuttle announced that trial 
against certain persons connected 
with night clubs would be pressed 
when the criminal section of the fed- 
eral court resumed in the fall. 


WHITE RENEWS 
ATTAGK ON SMITH 


Editor, in Paris, Flays 
Record of Democratic 
Nominee; Says Tam- 
many Is Campaign Issue 


Paris, August 21.—(United News.) 
William Allen White, Kansas editor, 
vacationing in Europe, renewed his 
attack on Governor Alfred E. Smith 
in a statement issued here today charg- 
ing the democratic presidential nomi- 
nee with “trying to make up in emo- 
tion what his case lacks in logic.” 

White, who denounced Governor 
Smith’s legislative record before sail- 
ing from New York, said his charges 
against Smith were not intended to 
reflect on the governor's character or 
personal integrity. 

Scores Tammany. : 

“T specifically declared that in print- 
ing Governor Smith’s record I was 
not raising a question of moral turpi- 
tude but showing the deep difference 
in viewpoint of Tammany Hall, which 
Smith supports, and the American 
people,” White said today. 

Governor Smith, in a long and de- 
tailed statement issued Monday, re- 
plied separately to each charge made 
by White and announced that, as far 
as he was concerned, the attack had 
been refuted and was closed, 

The Kansan had assailed Governor 
Smith’s record in the state legislature. 
He said the nominee had voted favor- 
ably toward vice, gambling and saloon 
interests, 

No Attack on Character. 

Governor Smith’s reply took up each 
instance cited by White and pointed 
out how his vote had been influenced 
by conditions at the time. He said 
White had not examined the records 
enough to understand the full meaning 
of his votes and charged the republican 
national committee with fostering the 
attack. 

White’s statement today said 
part: 

“It is evident Governor Smith is 
trying to make up in emotions what

WILD SON TAKEN TO ASYLUM

Fairplay, Colo., August 21.— 
(United News.)\—A mother = who 
sought to hide what she felt to be 
a family disgrace by keeping her in- 
sane son chained in a cabin for 11 
years saw her secret exposed today 
and watched in sorrow as the mad- 
man, now 45 years old, was lead away 
to a state asylum. 

For years. whisperings of a “wild 
man” kept prisoner in a cabin on 
the ranch of Mrs. Joseph Beeler had 
gone up and down this rugged coun- 
try near the Rockies. But there is a 
neighborly spirit of tolerance among 
the people of Black mountain and the 
rumors were dismissed with shrugs. 

Sheriff Fred L. Richard, of Park 
county, was one who listened to the 
talk and decided to act. He broke 
| into the log ¢abin and discovered the 
true state of affairs.

| Insane when his mother impris- 
oned him, Harry Beeler had lived for 


11 years as a caged beast. His food 
had been shoved in to him. He had 
lived in filth, without companion- 
ship and almost in continual darkness. 
The clothing he had worn when he 
was locked up was soon gone and 
the hair of his body formed the only 
protection to his skin. 

Coming for the first time in 11 
years under the full glare of the sun, 
Beeler cowered and chattered in 
fright. The sheriff had wrapped him 
in blankets. Curious neighbors 
crowded about. A swift hearing was 
held and Beeler was ordered back to 
the insane asylum, whence he had 
been discharged once previously. Ar-

Nain, Labrador, August 21.— 
(By Radio to ‘The Associated 
Press.)—A heavy rain and falling 
barometer here tonight indicated 
bad weather for those searching 
for Pilot Bert Hassell and Radio 
Operator Parker Cramer, of the 
monoplane Greater Rockford, last 
heard from at 3 a. m., central 
standard time, Sunday morning, 
when they signalled their passage 
over Cape Chidley, 325 miles north 
of here. This information was 
from Commander Donald B. Mac- 
Millan of the Rawson-Field Mu- 
seum expedition. 


Washington, August 21.—(United 
News.)—Acting upon the slender hope 
aroused by an § O § call signed by 
the letter “R”’ Sunday night, four 
governments are assisting in the search 
for the missing plane Greater Rock- 
ford, with Bert Hassell and Parker 


Cramer aboard. 

The search has extended over most 
of the north Atlantic with assistance 
coming from agencies of the United 
States, Canada, Denmark and New- 
foundland. 

Only meager hope is held out. The 
coast guard cutter Marion now on 
the search in the Davis straits, be- 
tween Laborador and Greenland, the 
vicinity from which the last word of 
the Greenland-bound plane was heard, 
reports a plane could not remain up 
long in the stormy weather in that 


region. The chief hope was that the 
plane might have been driven inland 
in some remote spot. 

The federal radio commission or- 
dered the ether cleared and all short 
wave operations which might interfere 
with the reception of a message from 
the lost fliers were suspended. 

Responding to the request of the 
United States, the Danish government 
is now considering how best to organ- 
ize searching activities on Greenland. 
It was pointed out that a coastline 
search would be comparatively ~easy 
but it would be difficult to send Eski- 
mos inland. 

E. L. Hill, an amateur radio opera- 
tor at Stamford, Conn., picked up an 
S OS call signed by the letter “R” 
about 10:30 p. m., Sunday night, the 
information was given the coast guard, 
which immediately relayed it to the 
cutter Marion. 

A message to the state department 
from the American charge at Ottawa, 
Canada, reported the department of 
marine and fisheries of the Canadian 
government had instructed all vessels 
in the vicinity of Belle Isle to keep a 
sharp lookout for the plane. All ship- 
ping which follows the St. Lawrence 
route on the trans-north Atlantic route 
passes by Belle Isle. 

Three vessels of the Hudson Bay 

company have joined the search, Avra 
M. Warren, American consul at St. 
‘Johns, N. F., advised the state de- 
partment. 
_ The federal radio commission, seck- 
ing to give Hassel and Cramer every 
chance to be heard should they still 
be alive and sending out radio-signals, 
asked the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company to suspend until 
further notice its trans-oceanic tele- 
phone station at Ocean Township, N. 
J.. which operates on 32.71 meters. 
This is close to the wave length used 
by the Greater Rockford. 

The General Electric company was 

likewise asked to suspend its station 
at Oakland, Calif. The Tropical Radio 
was requested to reduce its sending 
from its Honduran station in order to 
eliminate interference.

WHITING IS NAMED 
TO HOOVER'S POST 


Manufacturer Is Chosen 
Commerce Head as Res- 
ignation of G. O. P. Nom- 
inee Is Accepted. 


Superior, Wis., August 21— 
(United News.)—William F. Whit- 
ing, Holyoke, Mass., was appointed 
secretary of commerce by President 
Coolidge today to succeed Herbert 
Hoover. 

Simultaneously, word was given 
out at the executive offices here that 
the president had accepted Hoover's 
resignation from the cabinet. 

Mr. Coolidge’s characteristic se- 
crecy was carried out in both the 
appointment and acceptance of Hoo- 
ver's resignation. 

Oath Is Administered. 

The first indication of the appoint- 
ment was the appearance at the ex- 
ecutive offices of a court clerk and 
the announcement that Whiting had 
made a hurried trip from the east 
for a conference with the president to- 


day. 
The oath of office was administered

to Whiting by the court attache in 
the chief executive's personal busi- 
ness office here. After the brief cere- 
mony Whiting told newspaper corre- 
spondents he had been summoned to 
superior by the president one day

Pays Old Debt. 


The appointment was looked upon 
by persons close to Mr. Coolidge as 
the payment of an old political debt. 
Whiting was one of the original Cool- 
idge-for-president exponents, having 
advanced his interest when the chief 
executive was president of the Massa- 
chusetts state legislature. 

Whiting, who is 64 years old and 
president of the Whiting Paper com- 
pany, has been a friend of the presi- 
dent many years. He was active for 
some time in state politics and held 
commanding positions in the republic- 
an national convention of 1920, 1924 
and 1928. 

Whiting left here late today for his 
home in Massachusetts, where he will 
remain a short time before going to 
Washington to actively take over the 
new duties.

CARSWELL ATTACKS 


OPPONENT'S LETTER 


Secretary of State George H. Cars- | 


well, candidate for reelection, issued 
a statement Tuesday denying that he 
had ever said that no automobile 
license tags would be distributed 
through his office by mail after Au- 
gust 1, which he said Judge J. J. 
Flynt, his opponent, had charged in 
a letter sent out for circulation. 

Mr. Carswell said the impression 
that the mail order department would 
not distribute license tags after Au- 
gust 1 was created by the mistake 
of a press association and that all 
he had to do with the statement was 
to correct it. 

Mr. Carswell’s statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“T have been dumbfounded and sur- 
prised by a letter which Judge J. d. 
Flynt is sending out soliciting sup- 
port in his race against me for sec- 
retary of state. 

Quotes From Letter. 

“Not only is the letter not in keep- 
ing with the Jim Flynt I have always 
known, but it carried a total disregard 
for fact and, although it is signed 
by Judge Flynt it is hard for me to 
believe that he would pursue such a 
method of campaigning. 

“I quote the following from a copy 
of Judge Flynt’s campaign letter, 
which has been sent me by a mutual 
friend : 

“*Mr. Carswell recently issued a 
statement that after August‘1 no tag 
would be mailed out from the state 
capitol, which means that any man 
buying a new car, no matter how re- 
mote he may be from the capitol, 


must borrow a car, or ride the train to | 


Atlanta, to get a tag.’ 

“Judge Flynt knows quite well ‘I 
have never made any such statement, 
and I believe he is lawyer enough to 
know that any such attempt would 
be in direct violation of law. It is 
true that a representative of a press 
association in Atlanta, about the time 
the half-rate went into effect, printed 
a newspaper story, on his own respon- 
sibility, that after August 1 the mail 
order department would not send out 
tags. While I had nothing to do with 
any such statement being made, and 
though it was without any authority 
whatever, I immediately requested 
that the misinformation be corrected 
in print, and it was so done. The pub- 
lication did not quote me, and all I 
had to do with it was to correct it. 
Judge Flynt is bound to know that. 

“I quote further from Judge Flynt’s 


letter : 
Voted Against Bill. 

“‘T favor the distribution of auto- 
mobile tags through local officials 
who, I feel, can do the work just as 
efficiently as it can be done from the 
state capitol, and at the same time 
increase the emoluments of the local 
officers handling them, without addi- 
tional expense to the state.’ 

“It is wholly Judge Flynt’s business 
that he offers to bring about an ad- 
ditional fee system in this manner for 
the distribution of tags, but at the 
same time Judge Flynt knows that 
the secretary of state has nothing 
whatever to do with the manner in 
which the tags are distributed save 
to follow the law as laid down for 
him by the legislature. Judge Flynt 
knows, too, he was a member of the 
legislature when the county officers’ 
bill was under consideration seeking 
to have the automobile tags distrib- 
uted by the county officers, and he 
worked against and voted against that 
bill, That was the place where he 
could have aided in bringing about 
this form of distribtuion, and he 
knows he cannot change the system as 
secretary of state. He could have done 
it when he was in the legislature, 
where the laws are made. 

“When I first took charge of this 
office’ 1 made the public statement 
that I was then in conference with 
the county officers of the state on 
the subject and would aid them as 
best I can to accomplish a reform in 
this respect, which I think is a good 
one. That was while Judge Flynt was 
a member of. the legislature, as he is 
now, if there should be a session. 


‘Bank Deposits. 


“T quote again from his letter: 

“*] further favor depositing the 
funds received from the sale of these 
tags in the local banks, which have 
been designated state depositories and 
have given the state an indemnity 
bond, and leaving it there until it is 
withdrawn by the comptroller genera! 
for road purposes. 

“*Heretofore, as you recall, these 
funds have been deposited in the banks 
in Fulton county, which I do not feel 
is exactly fair to the banks in the 
country counties, which wotld have 
been greatly helped by having a re- 
serve without having to depend so 
much on local deposits.’ 

“Judge Flynt ought to know from 
legal and legislative experience that 
the comptroller general has nothing 
in the world to do with the deposit 
or the withdrawal of the automobile 
tag funds, and that he does not now 
nor would he at any time under ans 
change in the present financial sys- 
tem, have anything at all to do with 
their withdrawal from a depository. 
The comptroller general does not han- 
dle these funds at all, except when 
they go into the common treasury he 
countersigns whatever warrant the 
governor may sign to pay them over 
to the highway department.

A. “I can’t answer that, but Mr. 
York was joking. I asked him the 
same question at the same time. We 
agreed to do it when we saw him ap- 
proaching.’’ 

It was at this juncture that Council- 
man Jobn A. White, of the fourth 
ward, asked that it be put into the 
record that he does not joke about 
such matters. 

Mr. Ford opened his part of the 
testimony with a statement in which 
he reviewed his connection with the 
transaction, and following that went 
directly into cross-examination. 

Q. “Did you at any time intimate 
to Mr. Cronheim that you would have 
to pay any member of last year’s or 
this year’s city council to get their 
votes for the project?” Mr, Hartsfield 
asked. 

A. “The first time I heard that was 
when he was in this. witness chair.” 

Mr. Hartsfield then called the list 
of 11 members of council who, Mr. 
Cronheim said, Mr. Ford teld him he 
would have to pay, and to each of 
the names the witness answered he 
had never made such a statement or 
implication. 

Q. “If you ever used the names of 
any members of city council in what 
connection was it done?’ 

A. “In conference about the strength 
of the project. I was especially am- 
bitious to establish a park there for 
the citizens of the community. We 
listed those who would support the 
park and they were read to the civic 
leagues 30 or 40 times.” 

Q. “Was it your understanding that 
the commission was to be paid in 
three annual installments?”

Q. “Was there an understanding 
from the beginning that a commis- 
sion was to be paid?’ 

A. “Not from the beginning. Mr. 
Smith had an option and he suggested 
that Mr. Cronheim be the agent.” 


Ford Discusses Fee. 


“Mr. E. J. Perkerson asked me rel- 
ative to the listing fee of property 
and said that Mr. Smith had offered 
him $2,000 to list the park with him. 
I told him if Mr. Smith had made 
such an offer, he (Smith) was crazy 
as there are no regular listing fees. T 
never got a single dime of that com- 
mission while I was a member of 
council. If the project had gone 
through while I was a member I 
would not have accepted a cent. I 
was out of council at the time it was 
passed finally by council and later 
ratified by Fulton county commission. 
Even if the city had made the initial 
payment I would not have accepted 
any portion of the fee.” 

Q. “Did you ever offer to pay or 
pay any newspaper man for pub- 
licity ?”’ 

A. “Na* 

Q. “Did you ever pay Herman Han- 
cock, of The Constitution, any money 
or offer to pay him any or give him 
or promise him anything else of value 
as it has been testified you said you 
would have to do?” 

_A. “No. Once I almost wanted to 
kill him because I thought his articles 
were hurting the park.”

Asked for $10,000.

000 an acre and make a fortune. I 
wanted a half, a fourth, the whole 
or any part of that ms I could get 
if the city did not take the tract. 

Q. “As a real estate man, would 
you consider an option to the city for 
park purposes of any value to you? 

A. “Well when the ice is broken 
the battle is half won. I knew the 
property was worth many thousands 
of dollars more than the eption called 
for and I had been trying to get the 
tract for development purposes for a 
long time.” | 

Split Commission. 

Q. “You have heard the testimony 
of Mr. Cronheim and Mr. Smith 
about an agreement to split the com- 
mission three ways—equally divided 
between you three. Is that true?” 

A. “It is untrue in so far as I am 
concerned. I tried to get an interest 
in the option. I never believed the 
city would ever be able to buy the 
property although I worked for it 
night and day.” 

Q. “You did get a 
then in the option.”

“When you demanded $10,000 you 
promised to pay the expenses and Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Cronheim objected, 
saying you were getting too much,” 
Ellis B. Barnett, another member of 
the committee asked.

Ford Statement. 


When Mr. Ford toek the stand, he 
asked to make a statement and spoke 
as follows: 

“IT stated when I was on the stand 

before, and I still state that as a real: 
estate man I have long been anxious 
to get hold of the Perkerson property. 
l-consider it one of the most valuable 
and ideal tracts in any city. My un- 
derstanding is that it has been in the 
Perkerson family for 97 years. It is 
surrounded with three miles of paving 
worth more than $100,000. Three 
schools are either on the property or 
within a block of it. 
“Any one who could get it and sell 
off lots would make a fortune. If it 
is not worth $1,750 to $2,000 an acre, 
I’m a poor judge of property. My firm 
jumped at a tract without any such 
improvements at $1,000 an acre, and 
put a half-million dollars of their 
money into it. 

“When I was first approached about 
getting it for a yark I laughed. I 
could bring 2,000 witnesses before this 
committee to testify that I have said 
that the heirs have repeatedly refused 
to turn loose the land. I told Mr. 
Smith he was losing his time, and 
that if he could get an option he 
would be a fool to sell it to the city 
at a bargain. But I understood they 
wanted the park as a civic matter. 

_“I did think in the end that the 
city might buy 50 to 100 acres. We 
went to work and had 50 or 75 meet- 
ings. Once we had 1,000 people at 
city hall in behalf of the park. They 
thought and I repeatedly said ‘we 
may not get all, but we will get a 
park.’ 

Deal Hangs Fire. 

“In the beginning I gave commis- 
sion as much consideration te I would 
jumping over this building. I was in- 
terested in the option because if the 
city didn’t buy the property, I'd have 
jumped at the chance. 

“The deal hung fire for several 
months, and the Perkersons finally 
agreed to a lease. I worked just as 
hard as I did for the sale. I’m sure 
every one of the committee knows 
that I wouldn’t have made anything 
out of a lease. My understanding was 
that the commission was to be paid 
in t ree yearly installments. I saw 
the contracts for the first time since 
I’ve been in this hall. Certainly if I 
had been so interested in the com- 
mission, I wouldn’t have wanted to 
wait three years for it. 

“Since I was defeated in the pri- 
mary last May, I went out of office 
after the last meeting in December. 
In that meeting the resolution was 
put through to buy the tract if the 
county would put up $60,000. From 
my experience I] thought that the 
paper did not legally pass, because 
it did not set up any funds. After 
this the matter actually did fall 
through. So far as purchasing the 
land was concerned, it was as dead 
in December as it had been in May. 

“From the time I went out of coun- 
cil [ stayed with the matter. We 
sent circulars out over the ward; we 
had speakers in all the churches. We 
tried to see if we could get the coun- 
ty to take it over. Then the county 
did pass if, and that fell through be- 
cause of the money, after which we 
had another meeting in Captain 
George Hope’s office and I think he 
got the money personally. It passed 
both city council and the county com- 
mission and didn’t become legal until 
the county paid the money. 

Speaks of Resignation. 
“As an official and a private citi-| 


zen, I love my friends, and I have} 
many of them in conncil, Before I'd 
embarrass one of them, I’ givegmy 
own life.

COLONEL GEORGE HARVEY. 

Among American editors and pub- 
licists during the past 40 years there 
has not been a more unique or 
colorful figure than Colonel George 
Harvey, who died at his New Hamp- 
Shire home Monday. 

He was a free-lance writer, with 
a vitriolic pen. He made the most 
of epigrams, and was a coiner of 
His satire was masterful. 
He was a dreaded foe, and not al- 
ways a loyal friend. 

His powerful intellect, and wide 
knowledge of national and_ inter- 
national affairs, made of him an edi- 
rtorial debater of ‘great 
but his well-known characteristic of 
refusing to stay “put” kept his 
reading public guessing as to where 
he would next land. 

He possessed great wealth, and 
owned and operated electric rail- 
ways and other utility industries, 
and at times made serious efforts 
to devote his time to business 


} rather than to writing, but the ‘‘call 


of printers’ ink’’ was always irre- 
sistible. 
He loved the power of influ- 


or to put something down. That 
applied to individuals in public life, 
as it did to issues, or conditions— 
material, social or political. 
Starting in the profession as a 
reporter on the old Springfield Re- 
publican, he subsequently became 
managing editor of the New York 
World, and later owner and pub- 
lisher of Harpers, in which he began 
to boom Woodrow Wilson, at the 
time president of Princeton, as a 
democrat equipped for the presi-

ler’s chief concern is what he re- 
gards as his candidate’s weakness, 
and his vascillating attitudes on 
public questions. 

Everybody knows that Dr. Butler 
is what the Anti-Saloon League 
would call the “wettest of the 
wets,” were it not a republican or- 
ganization inclined to direct its at- 
tacks at democrats rather than re- 
publicans. 

But it must also be remembered 
that personally Dr. Butler is one of 
the most moral men in the educa- 
tional circles of America, a tee- 
totaler, and an exponent of the 
higher ideals of citizenship.

Mr. Hoover’s position is the same 
as Governor Smith’s, apparently, ex- 
‘cept by a roundabout course, in- 
definitely suggested in some kind of 
a research and fact-finding bureau 
that would necessarily let matters 
remain as they are or worse for 
years to come, and until probably 
the responsibility would be shifted 
from his shoulders, should he be- 
come president. 

As to the Hoover policy of ‘‘naval 
preparedness to assure peace,” his 
acceptance pronouncement on that 
subject was no less vague. 

Senator Moses is quoted as say- 
ing, “Butler will vote for Hoover.” 
Perhaps! But his attack on the can- 
didate cannot be so interpreted. 

With the farm leaders in the 
middle west, old line republicans, 
deserting him and the party’s east- 
ern cohorts deserting him, the 
Hoover strategists have reason to 
be alarmed. In the meantime, to 
arouse democratic insurrectionists 
in the south to scuttle their party 
from the inside is a hope born of 
that desperation.

but living reality, chunks of life... 


In my film “Cruiser Potemkin” I have

purgated from my last film. I did 
not permit myself a single concession. 
I do not like studio settings. Nature 
offers us the best and the most alive. 
Actors interest me little, I want to 
film life as it passes by. The best 
artist is still the child that smiles, 
the woman who weeps or the man who 
suffers.

Y MARY ANDERSON. 
Director of the Women’s Bureau of the 

Department of Labor. 

(Mary Anderson was born in Lid- 
koping, Sweden, in 1872. She was edu- 
cated in Sweden, and came to the United 
States at the age of 16. To earn her 
living she entered the garment making 
industry at West Pullman, Ill, At the 
age of 18 she entered the shoe factory, 
and there was elected as representative 
of women in the National Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union. Mary Anderson trave!l- 
ed throughout the United States as an 
organizer of women workers. She served 
as secretary of the women in industry 
eommittee during the world war, and 
later of labor. She has been director of 
the bureau since 1919.) 


From the beginning of the world. 
or at least from the earliest time of 
which we have any knowledge, women 
have shared in the work and in the 


to the next. After the passing of the 
tribal stage, we find first that the 
home was the workshop, and practical- 
ly all the essentials now made in the 
factory, such as food and clothing, 
were made in the home.

My 
pessimistic friends says an idealistic 
person is one who has never found 
out that his idol has feet of clay. 
He advises me to marry the idealist 
and forget all these cynical ideas 
about life. I think an uneducated per- 
son can't be cynical because being un- 
educated he can’t have the facts at 
his disposal. I think all cynics are 
unhappy, ‘therefore ignorance is_ bliss. 

“FEMALE CYNIC,” 

If this is all that two years of work 
in a university have taught you, you 
should quit or reform your habits of 
thinking and revise your course of 
study. Ignorance is practically in- 
possible these days. Of eourse there 
are those who will not read the news- 
papers, a few who do not go to movies, 
and still fewer who do not ride in 
automobiles and these are natural in- 
habitants of Bliss Ignoranceland. One 
can’t read, see pictures or ride with- 
out learning something. 

It is true that practically all cynics 
are unhappy. That is, they are un- 
happy measured by normal standards, 
but it is possible, even likely, that 
they are happy even in their unhap- 
piness. They know so much that isn’t 
so that the knowledge they have hurts 
them like an ingrowing toe-nail. 

Your letter and others I am re- 
ceiving from college students leads 
me to say quite frankly that some 
of the teaching of colleges must be at 
fault if it leads students to despair. 
cynicism, bitterness and even suicide. 
Studying in the great fields of science, 
literature, philosophy and economics 
should lead young people :to a clear 
and wholesome conception of the no- 
bility of life and the tremendous pos- 
sibilities it offers. 

Of course I am not always able 


to correctly appraise the letters I re- 
ceive from college students on this 
subject since I cannot know the in- | 
dividual’s temperament or even the 
time he has spent in his college. This | 
last is important since it is common 
knowledge among professors that! 
freshmen or even sophomores gettinz 
their first glimpses at philosophy and 
science are very apt to see only the 
negative side of their problems and 
like to think that they are agnostics. 
or atheists or cynics. This attitude 
changes later in their course to a 
wholesome one. 

Personally I think that 
teachers and professors should do ev- 
erything possible to teach something 
more than the subject itself. They 
should teach life, and not the life of 
pessimism, bitterness and cynicism, 
but the life of hope, of joy and of 
service. 

As I look back upon my days in 
college I am grateful to men like 
Shaler, who taught me through his

classes in geology, to dig so deep aud 
so well that I would find manhood 
and a God; to Professor James who 
in his psychology led me to hope that 
I might _understand the mystery of 
life and not the discouragements of 
its possibilities; to Robert Herrick 
who taught me to see in literature the 
aspirations of men and not his bit- 
terness. I am not afraid of truth; I 
will find it in every subject. I will 
seek it, but if I am only going to find 
a lot of little truths and deny great 
truths, even before I hunt for them, 
I am going to get my just deserts— 
cynicisin, bitterness and despair.

No. 4—Washing One’s Stomach in the 
Morning. 

Many valetudinarians make a prac- 
tice of washing their stomachs first 
thing every morning. This has always 
seemed to me as superfluous as wash-

mit I’m bigoted about it. Some of 
them use only a cup of water, while 
others use a whole pint or more. Some 
like it hot and some like it cold. Too 
many, I think. put salt in the water, 
often as much as a teaspoonful in 


the pint. Nearly all cherish a vague |standing. » » A 


idea that this cleanses the system: 
they consider it a kind of internal 


ath. 
Well, what about it? In the first 


place, I can’t see a bit of harm in it, | 


if one enjoys it. Only I should advise 
against the addition of salt to the 
water, or if the craving demands salt, 
then as little salt as the craving will 
be satisfied with. While many per- 
sons take insufficeint water and may 
therefore be benefitted by this morning 
stomach wash, on the other hand many 
persons habitually take too much salt 
in and on food, and they shouldn’t 
salt the stomach wash, 

From the point of view of physiol- 
ogy and hygiene, and even pathology. 
I can’t conceive just what it is that 
these internal bath fans expect to wash 
away. However, maybe they have mor- 
bid, not to say dirty notions about 
their insides, and the water won't do 
any harm. 

A good drink of water before break- 
fast, hot or cold, stimulates the secre- 
tion of gastric juice, whets the ap- 


petite and improves the digestion. Cold | 
'and their problems, you must exercise every capacity and potentiality 


water is preferable for this purpose, 
but delicate, spare or feeble persons 
may prefer hot water, and they should 
take it as they prefer. A large drink 
of hot water of course helps to warm 
the whole body and increase the circu- 
lation. : 

Within half.an hour after one has 
taken a good drink of water most of 
it is far down in the intestine. Water 
remains in the stomach only a few 
minutes, whether the stomach is empty 
or contains digesting food. Little or 
no water is absorbed into the blood 
from the stomach; nearly all the water 
that is absorbed enters the blood from 
the intestine. If one takes breakfast 
any time within an hour after rising 
and taking the water; the water will 
thus stimulate and aid intestinal evac- 
uation shortly thereafter, and in this 
way the practice is a distinct aid in 
the acquirement of a regular habit. 

A normal] adult should take not less 
than three pints of water a day, and 
im warm weather, or when physically 
active, a gallon may not be more than 
is needed. Every one should consume 
a glass or two of water with or imme- 
diately before each meal. If thirst 
does not lead to the drinking of much 
water, then one should make a prac- 
tice of taking a drink on rising and 
on retiring, as well as midforenoon 
and midafternoon. Rarely does any- 
one drink too much water; if one 
has an enormous thirst it is well to 
have a medical examination, particu- 
larly urinalysis. The individual pref- 
erence may be relied upon as to wheth- 
er to drink water hot, luke warm, cool, 
cold or ice cold, though as a rule just 
coll water is most satisfactory. 

In hot weather of course, the more 


water one drinks the easier it will be ; 


to keep cool. People who are annoyed 
by excessive sweating meke a mistake 
in stinting their water allowance; they 


should drink: plenty of water, but re- ' 


strict their protein food rations.

The state superintendent of banks 
cannot delegate his authority to dis- 
pose of assets of banks which have 
been closed by his department to per- 
sons other than his own liquidating 
agent, it was held by the supreme 
court in a ruling handed down Tues- 
day. This ruling was made in the 
case of A. B: Mobley, superintendent

It was contended 
that the superintendent of banks had 
sold the assets of the Bank of Doerun 
to a group of people who had agreed 
to pay creditors at the rate of 30 
cents on the dollar. The trial judge 
held that the suyerintendent of banks 
had no authority to make such a dis- 
position of the assets other than to 
his own liquidating agent. The su- 
preme court upheld the verdict of the 
lower court. 


GULF PLANE CRASH 
ACCIDENTAL, SAYS 
OFFICIAL REPORT 


Key West, Fla.. August 21—(4)— 
The wreck of the airplane “General 
Machado,” of the Pan-American Air- 
ways, which was forced down in the 
Gulf of Mexico 150 miles southwest 
of Tampa and in which Charles N. 
Ageton, a passenger, lost his life, was 
plainly an accident and due to ad- 
verse weather conditions, L. C. Wil- 
son, of the United States department 
of commerce, said today. 

Wilson, who held an investigation 
here, said that in his opinion no 
blame should be placed on the pilot 
of the plane, which, en route from 
Havana to Key West on a regular 
passenger trip, flew past its goal and 
landed in the gulf near a passing 
steamer. The pilot, two other mem- 
bers of the crew and one passenger 
were rescued. 

The accident indicates that one of 
the greatest needs of the Key West 
airport, used in regular passenger and 
mail service between here and Ha- 
vana, is a radio beacon, Wilson said.

I am proud to have been born in 
Iowa. I have ofttimes said that the 
good Lord made it the richest stretch 
of agricultural land that ever blessed 
any one sovereigu government. It 
was settled by the adventurous, the 
courageous, who fought their way 
across the ever extending frontier. 
They have builded here in so short 
a period as 75 years a state with the 
least poverty, the highest average in- 
telligence, the most generous educa- 
tion, which ever blessed a single com- 
monuwealth. 


Cites Farm Changes. 


Here in West Branch ean be found 

all the milestones of the changes 
which have come to American agri- 
culture. Only a mile from here is the 
farm of my Uncle Allan, where I 
spent some years of my boyhood. That 
was just at the passing state of the 
great pioneer movement. Many farms 
were still places where weetilled the 
soil for the immediate needs of the 
families. We ground our wheat and 
corn on toll at the mill; we slaugh- 
tered our hogs for meat; we wove at 
least a part of our own clothing; we 
repaired our own machinery: we got 
our own fuel from the woods: we 
erected our own buildings; we made 
our OWN soap: we preserved our own 
fruit and grew our own vegetables. 
Only a small part of the family liv- 
ing came by purchases from ‘the out- 
side. Perhaps 20 per cent of the 
products were sold in the markets to 
purchase the small margin of neces- 
sities which we could not ourselves 
produce, and to pay interest on the 
mortgage. 
In a half century the whole basis 
of agriculture has shifted. we have 
improved seed and live stock, we have 
added a long list of mechanical 
inventions for saving of labor: we 
have increased the productivity of 
the Jand. And it has become a highly 
specialized business. There is no long- 
er one industry called farming, but 
in fact a dozen industries. Probably 
over SOQ per cent of its products now 
go directly or indirectly to the mar- 
kets and probably over 80 per cent 
of the family living must be purchas- 
ed from outside. In the old days, when 
prices fluctuated in the Chicago mar- 
ket, at most they affected only 20 
per cent of the income of the farm. 
A violent drop in prices could re- 
duce the family income by only 4 or 
» per cent. ‘Today the same fluc- 
tuation in price, affecting. as it does 
SO per cent to 100 per cent of the 
products of the farm, can take 25 
or 50 per cent away from the net 
family income and make the differ- 
ence between comfort and freedom 
from anxiety, or, on the other hand, 
debts and discouragements. 

I do not suggest a return to the 
greater security which agriculture en- 
jyoyed in its earlier days, because with 
that security were lower standards of 
living, greater toil, less opportunity 
for leisure and recreation, less of the 
comforts of homes, Jess of the joy of 
living. 

I am often conscious of sentimental 
regret for the passing of those old- 
time conditions. I have sometmes 
been as homesick for the ways of 
those self-contained farm homes of 40 
years ago as I have been for the 
kindly folk who lived in them. But 
I know it is no more possible to re- 
vive those old conditions than it is to 
summon back the relatives and friends 
iin the cemetery yonder. While we 
recognize and hold fast to what is 
permanent in the old-time conditions; 
we must accept what is inevitable in 
the changes that have taken place. 
It is fortunate, indeed, that the prin- 
ciples upon which our government 
was founded require no alteration to 
meet these changes. 


In Other Industries. 


Just as there is transformation in 
agriculture so there is in other in- 
dustry. Just as there is more spe- 
cialization on the farm, so there is in 
other industry. We live today by the 
exchange of goods among 10,000 sorts 
‘of producers of specialties. A large 
inumber of occupations which were 
‘conducted on the farm in old days 
‘are now conducted in the factory, 
'That is one reason why we have a 
‘decreasing proportion of our people 
(en the farms. By this revolution the 
(American farmer has become en- 
‘meshed in powerful and yet delicate 
economic forces which are working to 
his disadvantage. 

In my acceptance speech ten days 
ago I made an extended = § statement 
‘upon the legislative proposals for re- 
: lief to the agricultural industry which 
, the republican party has put forward 
in its platform. You would not wish 
'me to take your time to review that 
statement. I should, however, like to 
emphasize that the spirit of those 
legislative proposals is to work out 
a more economical and stable mar- 
keting system. A federal farm board 
is to be set up with the necessary 
powers and resources to assist the in- 
dustry to meet not alone the varied 
problems of today, but those which 
may arise in the future. My funda- 
mental concept of agriculture is one 
controlled by its own members, or- 
ganized to fight its own economic hbat- 
tles and to determine its own desti- 
nies. Nor do I speak of organization 
jin the narrow sense of traditional 
farm cooperatives or pools, but in the 
much wider sense of a sound mar- 


keting organization, -It is not by; 


these proposals intended to put the 
government into the control of the 
business of agriculture, nor to subsi- 
dize prices of farm products and pay 
the losses thereon either, by the fed- 
eral treasury or by a tax or fee on the 
farmer. We propose with govern- 
mental assistance and an initial ad- 
vance of capital te enable the agri- 
cultural industry to reach a stature 
of modern business operations’ by 
whith the farmer will attain his in- 
dependence and maintain his individ- 
uality, 

And upon this whole. question I 
should like to repeat from my accept- 
ance that: 


“The working out of agricultural 
relief constitutes the most important 
obligation of the next administration. 
The object of our policies is to estab- 
lish. for our farmers an income equal 
to those of other occupations; for the 
farmer’s wife. the same comiorts in 
her home as women in other groups; 


for the farm boys and girls the same} 


opportunities in life as other boys and 
girls. So far as my own abilities 
may be of service, I dedicate them to 
help secure prosperity and content- 
ment in that industry where I and 
my forefathers were born and nearly 
all my family still obtain their live- 
lihood.” 
Seeks Assistance. 


In formulating recommendations for 
legislation to carry out the proposals 
of the party, I trust that we may have 
full assistance of the leaders of agri- 
cultural thought. I am not insensi- 
ble of the value of the study which 
sincere farm leaders have given to this 
question of farm legislation. They 
have all contributed to the realization 
that the problem must be solved. ‘They 
will be invited into conference. Out- 
standing farmers such as Governor 
Lowden will be asked to join in the 
search for common ground upon which 
we can act. 

I had thought today to particularly 
point out the importance of the devel- 
opment of our interior waterways as 
bearing on the prosperity. not only of 
agriculture but of the whole of our 
midwest business and commerce. It 
is a most important supplement to ag- 
ricultural relief. The necessarily large 
advances in railway rates from the 
war militate against the economic set- 
ting of this whole interior section. 
This, together with the completion of 
the Panama canal and the fact that 
ocean rates have increased but little 
since before the war, further disturbs 
the whole-economic relationships of 
the midwest. It is as if a row of toll 
gates had been placed around this 
whole section of our country. It se- 
riously affects the farmer. I thing we 
can accept it as an economic fact that 
the farmer on most. occasions pays 
the freight on his products. It is a 
deduction from the ultimate price. You 
yourselves can test this. In a general 
way, the center point of markets is 
overseas or the Atlantic seaboard, 
where prices are determined by the 
meeting of the streams of world prod- 
ucts. For every hundred miles you 
are removed from these market cen- 
ters, the price of farm products. is 
lower by the amount of freight rates. 
Some calculations which I made a 
few years ago showed that the in- 
creases in railway rates had in effect 
moved the midwest 200 to 400 miles 
further from seaboard. Moreover, 
some of the competitive agricultural 
regions such as the Argentine and 
Australia are close to seaboard and 
with sea rates about the same as be- 
fore the war, they are able to com- 
pete with the American farmer in for- 
eign markets to a greater advantage 
than before the war. This increase 
in transportation rates also affects 
the prices of many things which the 
farmer must buy, for much raw ma- 
terial which comes into the nfidwest 
pays the increased freight and this in 
turn is taken up by the consumer. We 
cannot return to pre-war railway rates 
without ruin to the railways. There- 
fore, I have long asserted that the 
real hope of reducing charges upon 
our bulk goods was through the mod- 
ernization of our great interior wa- 
terways. By modernization, I mean 
increasing depths to a point where 
we can handle five or ten thousand 
tons in a line of barges pulled by a 
tug. This administration has author- 
ized the systematic undertaking of 
this modernization. Within a_ few 
years we will have completed the deep- 
ening of the Ohio up to Pittsburgh, 
the Missouri up to Kansas City, 
Omaha, and beyond, the Mississippi 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis, the Llli- 
nois to Chicago. We already have ex- 
perience with results, for with only 
the main river from St. Louis to New 
Orleans as yet working properly, the 
rates for transportation of bulk agri- 
cultural products through that section 
is near pre-war railway rates. We 
will not have the advantage of full 
results until the entire Mississippi and 
its tributaries are in one connected 
transportation system. 

We have another great opportunity 
of relief in the building of a shipway 
from the Great Lakes to the sea. Our 
engineers have recommended the St. 
Lawrence route as the preferable out- 
let. The administration bas under- 
taken negotiations with Canada upon 
the subject. If these negotiations fail 
we must consider alternative routes. 
In any event, the completion of this 
great system of barge lines on the 


rivers and connecting the lakes with 
‘the gulf, of opening a shipway irom’ 


the lakes to the sea, will make an ef- 
fective transportation system 12,000 
miles in length penetrating twenty 
midwest states. It will connect these 
states with seaboard at the gulf on 
one hand and with the North Atlantic 
on the other. And this means more 
than the mere saving upon the actual 
goods shipped over these routes. If 
part of your crops can move to mar- 
ket at a seven-to-ten-cent saving per 
bushel, the buyers’ competitive bidding 
for this portion of the crop will force 
upward the price of the whole crop. 

And this development concerns not 
alone agriculture, but every industry 
and business in the midwest. The 
manufacturer and merchant in this 
section is suffering from a curtailment 


of his distribution field; his business 


province has shrunk. This develop- 
ment should tend to increase manu- 


ployment and a greater local market 
for agricultural products. Nor does 


of our railways. The annual increase 
in railway traffic will give to them a 
far more than complete offset to these 
diversions. Moreover, everything that 
increases the prosperity of the country 
also helps the railways. The policy 


project will be continued if the repub- 
lican administration be continued. We 
should at the present rate of progress 
have completed the Mississippi system 
within the next four years, It is a 
vital part of the rehabilitation of the 
middle west agriculture and business, 

The modernizations of our water- 
ways recall again the earlier life of 
Iowa. At one time its transportation 
was in large degree over these same 
rivers—and many of our _ pioneers 
reached this state by the old paquet 
boats and their own rafts. Nor are 
the days of the pioneer over. We 
have to pioneer through economic prob- 
lems, through scientific development 
and invention onto frontiers just as 
forbidding, just as romantic, and just 
as pregnant of added happiness as 
our fathers ever knew. The test of 
our generation will be whether we can 
overcome these frontiers, whether we 
can hold mastery over the system we 
have created, whethér we can main- 
tain the advantage we have inherited, 
whether we can hold ourselves a na- 
tion dedicated to equal opportunity 
for all. 

Once Open Prairie. 


There are those 
who saw Iowa an open prairie. 1 re- 
call members of my own family who 
in my childhood were still breaking 
the soil in the western part of the 
state and were then still living in the 
first sod houses of the pioneer farmer. 
Our fathers and grandfathers who 
poured over the midwest were self- 
reliant, rugged, God-fearing people of 
indomitable courage. They combined 
to build the roads, bridges and towns; 
they cooperated together to erect their 
schools, their churches, and to raise 
their barns and harvest their fields. 
They asked only for freedom of op- 
portunity and an equal chance. In 
these conceptions lies the real basis 
of American democracy. They and 
their fathers gave a genius to Amer- 
ican institutions that distinguished 
our people from any other in the 
world. Their demand for an equal 
chance is the basis of American prog- 
ress. To those who have by necessity 
worked in other lands comes this most 
vivid meaning of America and a deep 
gratitude for what our fathers have 
builded. Here there are no limits to 
hope; no limits upon accomplishment. 
Our obligation today’ is to maintain 
that equal opportunity for agriculture 
as well as for every other calling. 

When we traverse the memories Of 
those who have builded this state and 
this nation we recall those acts which 
are rooted in the soil of service. When 
we rehearse our own memories we find 
that none give us such comfort and 
satisfaction as the record of service 
we have been able to render. I do not 
believe our people have lost these finer 
qualities of rugged character, self-re- 
liance, or initiative, nor have they 
lost the great quality which they im- 
bedded in American character, the 
quality of neighborly cooperation and 
mutual service. It is in this quality 
that our hopes must lie in the solu- 
tion of our great problems. 

And I must say again that the so- 
lution of these problems has but one 
purpose—that is, the comfort and wel- 
fare of the American family and the 
American home. ‘The family is the 
unit of American life and the home is 
the sanctuary of moral inspiration and 
of the American spirit. ‘The true 
conception of America is not a coun- 
try of 110,000,000 people but a na- 
tion of 23,000,000 families living in 
23,000,000 homes. I pledge my services 
to these homes.

Tribute to Mrs. Hoover.

RADIO BOARD SIT’ 
HEAVILY ON WLU!

Washington, August 21.—Govern- 
ment censorship of radio programs 
is specifically forbidden in the: radio 
law. Nevertheless, the most effective 
kind of censorship rests with the fed- 
eral radio commission in its power 
to discontinue a station's license to 
operate. 

An important case in point was 
decided by the commission today- in 
ordering Station WCOT, Providence, 
R. I., to quit the air after Septem- 
ber 1. 

This is the first decision rendered 
in the hundred or more cases of small 
broadcasting stations recently cited to 
show cause why they should be re- 
licensed. 

The commission -took the occasion 
of this decision to issue a “statement 
of principle’ which may be construed 
as its first definition of the ambiguous 
‘public interest, convenience and ne- 
cessity” phrase of the radio law. 

In the case of WCOT, the commis- 
sion stated that the evidence disclosed 
the station was used by its owner “as 
a means of direct advertising, for the 
promotion of a candidacy for mayor, 
for the expression of views on all pri- 
vate matters, and as a medium for 
attacks on personal enemies.” 

In the opinion of the commission 
there is no convincing evidence re- 
garding any educational or aesthetic 
value of the programs rendered. 

“On the contrary,’ says the com- 
mission, “it is manifest that the sta- 
tion is one which is operating with- 
out regard to the rendering of any 
real public service in the field of ra- 
dio broadcasting and in such manner 
as must be objectionable to the large 
mass of the listening public, and 
exists chiefly for the purpose of serv- | 
ing the private interests of the appli- 
cant and as a conveyance of his own 
personal views.” 

It is apparent that should the own- 
ers of the station appeal to the courts 
they may raise an issue on the score 
of an indirect and arbitrarily danger- 
ous exercise of the censorship author- 
ity.

Mr. Whitman stated that the quali- 
fications which fit a man for public 
office are changeless and that state 
problems demand we elect such men 
to public office as meet qualifications 
set forth by Jetho’s advices to Moses, 
when he said “Moreover, thou shall 
provide out of all the people, able 
men, such as fear God, men of truth, 
meeting covetousness and piace such 
men over them, to be rulers ;” and that 
the people of Georgia had selected 
such a man in Governor Hardman. 

With reference to the reorganiza- 
tion of the highway board, whose 
methods of road building Mr. Whit- 
man said even Mr. Rivers now con- 


cedes must be changed, the speaker 
pointed out that he had failed to offer 
any definite plan of road building fi- 
nancing, thereby either having no real 
plan to offer or evading the issue in 
this respect. His uncertain attitude 
was thus brought into sharp contrast 
with the definite statement of Gov- 
ernor Hardman that he would recom- 
mend that the people should have op- 
portunity to express themselves on the 
question of a bond issue for the build- 
ing of a state system of permanently 
paved roads, provided, however, that 
the highway department should be re- 
organized in such manner as to insure 
the people against waste or extrava- 
gance. 

With respect to the matter of re- 
duction of governmental departments, 
Mr. Whitman said this was among 
the most important of the governor's 
recommendations to the general assem- 

ly and notwithstanding that his op- 

ponent had served in the senate and 
also in the house, he had not been 
instrumental in placing a line of 
legislation on the statute books look- 
ing to the accomplishment of this and 
that his present stand was belated 
and constituted an attempt to convert 
the governor's platform to his own po- 
litical advantage.

DIET AND HEALTH

VICIOUS VANITIES. 


Of all of the vanities, I think the 
one that takes the blue ribbon for 
futility is that of getting shoes that 
are too small. They may make your 
feet look smaller for a short time, but 
besides causing a lot of foot troubles, 
they are soon stretched and out of 
shape, and make your feet look larger 
than shoes that were a size or sO 
larger, would, originally. ; 

In the summer time it is wise to 
get a shoe that is one-half to one size 
larger, because the heat causes the 
feet to expand. Not infrequently, 
those who are too heavy, and some- 
times others, will have a little lower- 
ing of the arch of the foot as they 
grow older, and a longer shoe must 
be taken to allow for this. Of course, 
if the arch flattens considerably, a 
much longer shoe has to be worn, 

Get your shoes long enough and 
wide enough. There is no minor af- 
fliction that will cause more general 
misery than foot troubles. 


Ingrowing Toe Nails. 

Ingrowing toe nails and corns near- 
ly always mean that there is some 
pinching of the toes, either from too 
The large toe nail is the one that is 
narrow or otherwise ill-fitting shoes. 
most frequently affected. The nail 
shoves itself into the fleshy part of 
the toe, and it overlaps the nail. The 
inflammation which is caused by this, 
usually goes on to suppuration, for 
there are always pus germs on the 
skin and they take advantage of any 
opportunity to cuddle under some in- 
jured spot and develop. 

Treatment: For severe cases of 
continually relapsing ingrowing toe 
nails, the treatment is a surgical one. 
This consists of cutting off a slice of 
the toe, including the edge of the nail. 
of course, and it will give permanent 
relief. But don’t try to do this your- 
self! It’s a surgeon’s job. 

The home treatment is as follows: 
Soak the foot in hot, soapy water: 
separate the nail fold as far as pos- 
sible, and dust with boracic acid pow- 
der or apply ichthyol ointment. Bet- 
ter insert a little strip of absorbent 
eotton or lint. If there is pus formed, 
it’s a good idea to wash out the spot 
with peroxide of hydrogen before 
putting in the medication and cotton. 
Strap the toe with one-half inch ad- 
hesive strap in the following manner: 

Fasten one end of the strapon the 
overlapping fold in such a manner 
that you can pull the adhesive around 
under the toe and so pull the over- 
lapping fold away from the nail. Car- 
ry it way around and over the nail

so that it will overlap where you 
started and so hold the medication 
and cotton. 

Cutting the toe nails straight across 
instead of round is thought to prevent 
the formation of ingrowing toe nails.

Tough Toe Nails (Onychauxis).

The condition of overgrowth of the 
toe nails is not unusual in the latter 
part of life, H. The cause is un- 
known. Perhaps pressure and heat 
and moisture caused by wearing shoes 
may he factors. If you are well, it 
is nothing to worry about. 

Soak the feet in hot water contain- 
ing a tablespoon of bicarbonate of 
soda to the quart of water, before 
cutting the nails. Keep your feet 
well cared for, and rub Softening 
cream over them at night.

“Let’s get this Dempsey-at-Toledo 
vs, Tunney-who-met Heeney' § argu- 
ment straight,” writes TV’. Sawyer. 

“Tunney himself admitted the blow 
he received in the neck in the fourth 
round of the first fight—at Philadel- 
phia—hurt him badly for days. It had 
him half groggy on the ropes. It may 
be remembered that Dempsey did not 
follow up that blow. It might also be 
remembered that a younger Dempsey’s 
best act was following up a punch. 
The Chicago knockdown—make it 14 
or nine seconds—was nullified by 
Dempsey’s inability to follow up 
again. What would the Dempsey of 
Toledo have done to a dazed Tunney 
at Philadelphia—hanging on _ the 
ropes? What would the Dempsey of 
Toledo have done te ‘roggy Tunney, 
getting up from a ockdown that 
lasted from nine to ]4 seconds? The 
Dempsey of Toledo was a flash of 
speed—not a leg-worn fighter who had 
slipped 40 per cent. I want to be fair 
in this argument, but I don’t believe 
Tunney ever saw the day he could 
run fast enough to keep away from 
the Dempsey of 1919—Zjust coming to 
his peak. And a few million others fee] 
the same way about it.” 


In the drift of the day’s or week's 
mail there seem to be a number of 
suggestions from the rival camps that 
both Dempsey and Tunney have been 
overrated. Most champions usually 
are. No one has ever yet approached 
the super-man. It might be noted that 
neither Dempsey nor Tunney ever met 
a first-class boxer who could also hit. 
So neither was ever called on to face 
the true test of ring greatness. The 
same goes for about 99 1-2 per cent 
of all the others. 

The best combination of boxer and 
hitter together was Bob Fitzsimmons. 
Remember that when Fitz won the 
championship he was five or six years 
older, possibly seven years older—than 
Tunney is now—and severa) years 
older than Dempsey is. The next best 
combination of boxer and hitter was 
the Jeffries of 1904—a hard hitter, 
who by that time had learned to box, 
even against a James J. Corbett. 
Jeffries was bigger, stronger, tougher 
and faster than either Dempsey or 
Tunney—whatever that might count 
for. .

The British Walker cup team is in 
Chicago, and in the first round of 
play made a creditable showing, all 
members but one breaking 80.

They played good 
golf. 

Perkins was paired with Moe. He 
had never. heard of Moe and very lit- 
tle.of Portland.

Perkins is the likely British op- 
ponent of Bobby Jones in the Walker 
cup matches.

President Martin 
In His Decision

ZIP NEWMAN, BIRMINGHAM 
NEWS. 
Birmingham, August 21.—Bir- 
mingham fans were all set for a 
neck-and-neck fight between the 
Barons and Crackers. None of 
them feared the Crackers and 
looked upon the approaching series 
with an idea that the Atlanta 
club would be vanquished, after 
making it interesting. No little 
sympathy has been expressed here 
for some of the players, but none 
for Niehoff and Spiller. Local 
fans sized Spiller up after he 
filed a protest against Birming- 
ham’s opening day attendance 
record. They couldn’t understand 
the man, Birmingham papers hav- 
ing complimented Atlanta each 
time she won the attendance 
trophy. Birmingham came in for 
no little adverse criticism as a re- 

sult of Spiller’s charges. 

Birmingham fans feel like there 
is no place in Southern league 
baseball for Spiller and if Mar- 
tin’s decision will hasten his exit, 
there will be great rejoicing here. 
The consensus of opinion here is 
that Spiller and Niehoff knew 
that they were violating the rule 
and were trying to see whether 
they could get away with it. 
Niehoff has critized the Birming- 
ham club as being a very dumb 
outfit and now the boys are 
Jaughing at him. Dropping Atlan- 
ta out of the race is going to 
hurt attendance—so has the split 
season, but the decision should 
be a lesson to Southern league 
owners to watch their steps. The 
argument that rules have been 
violated in the past and that 
Atlanta’s violation should be 
overlooked is a poor one. It was 
not Atlanta’s first offense under 
Spiller’s regime. 

If the Barons are guilty of any 
misconduct, then they should be 
punished. Ray Francis’ contract 
was approved by both the South- 
ern league executive and Farrell's 
office. Atlanta papers printed 
stories that Francis had been 
given his outright release three 
weeks before he came to the 
Barons. 

No doubt competition will be 
keen between Birmingham and 
Atlanta clubs in the future.

_ Chicago, Atrgust 21.—()—Wheat 
values melted away quickly today ‘n 
the face of predictions of warmer 
weather in Canada that nullified dan- 
ger there of crop damage by frost. 
Meanwhile, twe official reports indi- 
cated a prospect of about 4 per cent 
larger world supplies of wheat this 
season than last. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
heavy, 13-8 to 15-8c net lower, with 
corn 3-4c to 25-8c down, oats ranging 
from 3-8e decline to a shade advance, 
and provisions unchanged to 10c off. 

Until nearly the end of the day, 
nervousness over Canadian reports of 
frost having appeared at several 
points was manifest in the wheat pit 
here, and prices were swinging up- 
ward the greater part of the time. 
No evidence of any actual damage 
from frost developed, however, and to- 
ward the last the market suddenly 
gave way under selling pressure from 
the northwest and as a result of late 
weakness of quotations at Winnipeg. 

Apparent assurance cf a big crop in 
Canada was supplemented by advices 
today telling of a larger wheat yield 
in Europe this season than previously 
expected, with the quality of this 
years crop in Europe very good. 
Moreover an authoritative forecast of 
200,000,000 bushel production this 
season in Australia was reiterated. 

September delivery of corn was de- 
cidedly weak, and prices of new crop 
future deliveries were also on the 
down grade. Rains over the corn belt 
were also a bearish factor. Nearby 
deliveries of oats touched a new. low- 
price record for the season, chiefly 
as a result of hedging sales. 

Provisions were upheld by steadi- 
ness of the hog market.

3,000,000 shares. 

Encouraged by improving business 
conditions, particuarly in the _ steel, 
copper, packing and other basic indus- 
tries, operators for the advance 
bought heavily and ~iWceeded in at- 
tracting a large public following. Call 
money renewed ax per cent, as 
against 6 yesterday, and then ad- 
vanced to 71-2 as banks called more 
than $30,000,000 in loans. Higher 
call money next week was predicted in 
some banking quarters, but this failed 
to discourage pools, who based their 
campaign on the large current earn- 
ings and bright prospects of leading 
industrial and railroad enterprises. 

Rail Shares in Demand. 

Railroad shares were heavily bought 
in anticipation of unusually heavy 
crop movements this fall. Texas & 
Pacific ran up nearly 7 points to a 
new high at 189 7-S as against a low 
of 991-2 earlier in the year and St. 
Louis Southwestern moved up 53-4 
points to a new top at 105. Rock 
Island common, St. Paul preferred 
and a few others also topped their 
previous 1928 highs, while substantial 
gains were recorded by Baltimore & 
@hio, New York Central, Canadian 
Pacific and Pere Marquette.
